PRESIDENT TAFT URGES 
HIS POSTAL BANK LAW 



Washington, April 33. — With the 
IKsss-iblllty of congresK adjourniim 
June 1 . President Taft today began 
an effort to get action on the postal 
savings bank bill. The president la 
confident the railroad bill wlH pas* 
and hopes hi* Injunction bill* will be 
passed. He told friends today he 
believes the passing of the postal 
bank* bill Is necessary to uphold his 
platform promises. He expects the 
house Republicans to hold a caucus 
on the hank bill next week

Hale Writes Home. 

For the first time Albert Hale has 
realized the seriousness of the evi- 
dence pending against him. He ia 
still hopeful, but since the coming 
of Mr*. Thompson he has been land 
somewhat nervous. Yesterday Hale 
wrote several letters to people in 
Decatur, asking for funds with 
which to employ a lawyer to make 
a defense of any indictment that 
might be returned againat him. 
When seen In his cell Hale aaid: 
"Yea it may be that thing* look 
more serious against me, but 
not afraid. Everything will come 
out all right." 

Mrs. Thomoeon and a number of 
witnesses were called before the 
grand Jury this morning.

"We agree with Hearst that 'a 
quiet, earnest gentleman, who came 
into office when the country was In 
the slough of adversity, and. a.ter 
one year In office, has placed the 
country on the high road to pros- 
perity, is quite as valuable a presl 
dent as a more showy and speciaru 
lar president, who found the coun- 
try in the height of prosperity. and 
left It In the depth of adversity 
And no fair-minded man will deny 
that confidence In Mr. Taft s stubll 
Ity has been as potent a fsctor for 
the return of prosperity. 

•' 'Again we agree with Mr Hearst 
that Mr. Taft is carrying out Roose- 
velt's policies In the wsy tbey ought 
to be carried out: that Is to say. he 
is doing the things that Roosevelt 
should have done but did not d >.' 

If the railroads and other cor- 
porations could, with safety, speak 
out In meeting. It would not be sur- 
prising to hear them confess that, 
of the two. tbey preferred the loud- 
ness of Mr. Roosevelt's bark to the 
sharpness of Mr. Taft's bite. 

'If Mr. Taft can get congress to 
*arry out his will, the rallroaow, 
ough deprived of none of the 
nights which their necessity and 
usefulness to the public good de- 
mand for them, would be. for the 
first time In their history, subject 
to a regulation strong enough to 
prevent an unjust exercise of power. 

The corporation tax bill, the 
overcapttalltallon bill, the parcels 
post measure and the Income tag. 
to which Mr. Hearst refers, will, rf 
they become law. put an actual regu- 
lative power In the bands of the 
>rnment In which. If there be 
danger, it will be the danger of ex- 
cess of governmental authority. 

"Mr. Taft is doing, or rather try- 
ing; to do quietly and effectively 
what Mr Roosevelt was satisfied In 
shouting through a megaphone that 
he was Just about to do." 

The Times agrees with Mr. Taft 
on every point, excepting the tariff, 
and Mr. Taft. no doubt, will be per 
fectly willing to put his admlnlstra 
Uon to the test on that Issue; for 
whenever the country faces the 
choice between abiding by the pres- 
ent measure until the tariff commis- 
sion reports, and an Immediate re- 
vision by persons, whose only idea is 
to whack down the rates, regardless 
of consequences, the country is like- 
ly to do what it has done on every 
similar occasion.

the doer of deeds could have done 
them better. The credit belongs to 
the man who Is actually In the 
arena, whose face is marred by dust 
and sweat and bloOd; who strives 
valiantly; who errs, and comes short 
again and again, because there is no 
effort without error and shortcoi 
lng; but who does actually strive to 
do the deeds; who knows the great 
enthusiasms, the great devotions: 
who spends himself In a worthy 
cause; who at the best knows in the 
end the triumph of high achieve- 
ment, and who at the worst. If ha 
falls while daring greatly, so that 
his place shall never be with those 
cold and timid souls who know 
neither victory nor defeat. Shame 
on tho man of cultivated taate who 
permits refinement to develop Into a 
fastidiousness that unfits him for 
doing the rough work of a worka- 
day world. Among the free people* 
who govern themselves there Is but 
a small field of usefulness open ror 
the men of cloistered life who shrink 
from contact with their fellows 
Still less room is there for those 
who deride or slight what Is done 
by those who actually bear the 
brunt of the day; nor yet for those 
others who always profess that .hey 
would like to take action, if e.-iiv 
the conditions of life were not what 
they actually are. The man who 
does nothing cuts the same sordid 
figure In the pages of history, 
whether he be cynic, or fop. or 
voluptuary.

Let those who have. keep, let 
those who have not. strive to attain, 
a high standard of cultivation jnd 
scholarship. Yet let us reiuem'ier 
that these stand second to certain 
other things. There is need of a 
sound body, and even more need of 
a sound mind. But above mind and 
above body stands character — the 
sum of those qualities which we 
mean when we speak of a man s 
force and courage, of bis good filth 
and sense of honor. I speak to 
brilliant assemblage; I speak In a 
great university which represents 
the flower of the highest Intellec 
tual development; I pay all homage 
to intellect, and to elaborate and 
specialized training of the Intelloc 
yet 1 know 1 snail have the as- 
of all of you present when I 
that more important still are 
the commonplace, everyday quali- 
ties and virtues. 

Such ordinary, everyday qualities 
Include the will and the power to 
work, to fight at need, and to have 
plenty of healthy children. The 
average man must earn his own 
livelihood Ho should be trained to 
do so, and he occupies a contempti- 
ble position U he does not do so; 
that ho is not an object of envy if 
he is idle, at whichever end of the 
social scale he stands, but an object 
of contempt, an object of derision. 

In the next place, the good man 
should be both a strong and a brave 
man; that is. he should be able to 
fight, he should be able to serve 'tis 
country as a soldier if the need 
arises. There are well-meaning 
philosophers who declaim against 
the unrighteousness of war. They 
are right only if tbey lay all their 
emphasis upon the unrighteousness. 
War is a dreadful thing, and unjust 
war Is a crime against humanity.

are where, as among prUsle cl.liens. 
there is an outside force whose ac- 
tion Is all-powerful and must be In- 
voked In any crisis of importance. It 
la the duty of wise statesmen, gifted 
with the lower of looking ahead, to 
try to encourage and build up every 
mo cement which will substitute or 
tend to substitute some other agemy 
of force in the settlement of interna- 
tional disputes. It is the duty of SMS 
ert honest stsKsman to try to guide 
the nation so that It shall not wrong 
iiny other nation But as yet the 
great civilised peoples. If they are to
